in Vocational Trades 
The name of the Council shall be the State Council for 
Training in Vocational Trades (hereinafter called , State 
Council) . 
2. Head quarters : 

The head quarters of the State Council shall be at Panaji. 
3. Object: 

The State Council, which shall be affiliated to the Na 
tional Council for Training in Vocational Trades (hereinafter 
called National Council ), shall function as a state agency 
to advise the State Government , in carrying out the training 
policy laid down by the National Council and to co - ordinate 
the Vocational Training Programmes throughout the State . 
4. Functions : 
The functions of the State Council shall be to : 

( i) Carry out the policy , of the National Council with 
regard to the award of National Trades Certificates in 
engineering building, textile and leather trades and any 
other similar trade as may be brought within its scope 
by the Central or State Government. 

( ii ) Implement the decision and carry out the policy 
laid down by the National Council in respect of syllabus, 
equipment scale of accommodation , duration of courses 
and methods of training. 

( iii) Establish State Board of Examinations in Voca 
tional Trades. 

( iv ) Arrange for ad -hoc or periodical inspection of 
the training Institutions Centres in the State and ensure 
that the standards prescribed by the National Council 
are being followed .

Whereas Government of Goa , Daman and Diu considers 
it desirable to form a State Council for this Union Territory

tendent, Hubli Central Railway — Member . 
7. Chief Engineer , P.W.D. - Member : 
8. Chief Electrical Engineer - Member. 
9. Director of Education - Member.

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: ( v ) The agenda of every meeting shall be sent so 
as to reach the members at least 15 days before the 
scheduled date of the meeting . 

( vi ) in the case of difference of opinion amongst 
the members of the State Council , the opinion of the 
majority shall prevail. 

(vii ) If there is equality of votes, the chairman 
of the meeting shall exercise a casting vote . 

( ix ) The Chairman , may , in special circumstances, 
instead of convening a meeting of the State Council, 
obtain the views of the members on any item of business 
individually by circulation instead of at a meeting . 

( x ) No proceedings of the State Council shall be 
invalidated merely by reason of the existence of any 
vacancy or vacancies amongst the members. 


8. Committees : 

The State Council shall have the powers to appoint com 
mittees for assisting it in the discharge of its functions. 


9. Recommendations : 

Recommendations of the State Council on training policy 
shall be referred to the State Government for decision . 


( v ) Co - opt. if necessary , any person or persons to 
advise the State Council in connection with its work , 

(vi) Ensure that the staff is employed according to 
the qualifications prescribed by the National Council 
and to relax qualifications in special circumstances to 
be recorded , for trades where such staff is not easily 
available . 

( vii ) Ensure that the examinations are conducted 
by the State Board of examinations according to the 
Standards and the manner prescribed for the National 
Council . 

(viii) Countersign and issue the proficiency certificate 
to successful candidates under different training schemes . 

(ix ) Recommend the provision of additional train 
ing facilities , wherever necessary , and render such assis 
tance in the setting up of additional training institutions 
or in the organisation training programmes as may be 
necessary . 

( x ) Advise State Government regarding expenditure 
on different training schemes . 

( xi ) Perform such other functions as may be entrusted 

to it by the State Government. 
5. Composition of the State Council : 

The State Council shall be constituted by the Government 
of Goa , Daman and Diu and shall consist of : 

( a ) Minister in charge (Chairman ) . 

( b ) The Secretary to the State Government in the 
Administrative department concerned . 

( c ) One representative each of Finance , Planning , 
P. W. D., Labour , Education , Rehabilitation and other 
concerned departments . 

( d ) One representative of Government of India , Mi 
nistry of Labour and Employment (D.G.R. & E. ) . 

( e ) Two representatives of workers Organisations 
to be nominated by the State Gover.iment in consulta 
tion with the workers organisations. 

( f ) Two representatives of employers organisations 
to be nominated by the State Government in consultation 
with the employers organisacions. 

( g ) Two representatives of professional and learned 
bodies to be nominated by the State Government. 

( h ) Technical representative of Railways . 

( i) One technical expert to be appointed by the State 
Government. 

( j) One representative of employment Exchange Or 
ganisation in the State. 

( k ) One representative of the State Manpower Plan 
ning Committee . 

( 1) State Director in charge of Training ( Secretary ) . 
6. Terms of office of members : 

The terms of office of all non - official members of the 
State Council or of any outstanding committee appointed 
by the State Council shall be three years from the date of 
appointment or nomination , as the case may be, provided 
that a member appointed or nominated in his capacity 
as a member of a particular body or as the holder of a 
particular appointment shall automatically cease to be a 
member if he ceases to be a member of that body or the 
holder of that appointment. Any person appointed to a 
casual vacancy among the non -official members of the 
State Council shall be a member of the State Council 
for the residue of the term for which the person whose 
place he fills would have been a member . 
7. Proceedings of the State Council : 

(i) The chairman of the State Council, when present, 
shall preside over all meetings of the council. 

( ii) In the absence of the Chairman , the Secretary 
to the State Government in the administrative depart 
ment concerned shall preside . 

( iii ) One- Third of the number of member of the State 
Council shall constitute the quorum for any meeting 
of the council or its sub - Committee. 

( iv ) Not less than 30 days notice of every meeting 
of the State Council shall ordinarily be given to each 
member but a shorter notice may be given for urgent 
meeting . The State Council shall meet as often as 
may be necessary and at least once in every year. 


10. Board of Examinations: 

The State Council shall constitute a Board of Examinations 
as a Committee of the State Council, which shall perform 
the following functions ; 

( a ) . To constitute a Local Boards of Examinations 
at each Examination centre . 

( b ) To co - opt outside experts on Local Boards of 
examinations as and when necessary . 

( c ) To make necessary arrangements for the proper 
conduct of examinations including the provision of raw 
materials answer books and other stationery as at the 
examination centres. 

( d ) To fix the scale of remuneration for outside 
experts on the Local Boards of Examinations and 
arrange payment thereof. 

( e ) To ensure compliance with the standards pres 
cribed by the National Council for the conduct of 
examinations. 

( f ) To declare the final results. 

( g ) To submit a yearly report to the State Council 
regarding its activities and to suggest measures for 
effecting improvements . 


11. Inspection of Training Institutes : 

The State Council s functions in regard to inspection of 
Training institutes shall be exercised through the depart 
ment incharge of training of craftmen in the State . The 
training Institutions shall offer all facilities for inspection 
to any member of the State /National Council or to any 
Committee appointed by the StateNational Council or any 
officer of the Government of India , Ministry of Labour & 
Employment ( DGRE ) . 


12. Staff : 

The department in charge oi training in the State shall 
provide the required secretariat assistance to the State 
Council . 


13. Publications : 

As annual report of the working of the State Council 
for training in Vocational Trades shall be published . The 
State Council may also publish periodical news bulletins 
and training manuals for disseminating information of in 
terest to the training Institutions and industries . 


14. Finance : 


. 


The entire expenses of the State Council shall be borne by 
the State Government. Official members of the State Council 
and the Committees appointed under para 8 will be entitled 
for travelling and other allowances for attending the State 
Council from their respective departments. Non -official 
members of the State Council will be paid travelling allow 
ances by the State Government at the rate admissible to 
State Government officers of the 1st Grade in the accord 
ance with the 
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
